SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.— 


The conviction of Herman J. Rossi 
Mayor of Wallace, Idaho, and R. 


E. Weniger,° former’ Sheriff of 
Shoshone County, Idaho, on 17 
counts of conspiracy to violate the 
United States prohibition laws was 
reversed here today by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 
A new trial was ordered. The 
Mayor and “Sheriff had been 
charged with taxing saloons and 
other illegal resorts as a means 
of raising revenue for the city. 
The court held it is legal to tax 
what is forbidden. The power to 
tax involves the power to destroy 
and if pressed far enough it ac- 
complishes that result, it was held. 
“The case made against the 
municipal officers was simply this 
and nothing more: from time to 
time these officers collected tribute 
from bootleggers, gamblers and 
perhaps other law violators with- 
in the city, sometimes openly and 
sometimes by subterfuge, but al- 
wavs for the benefit 6f the munici- 
pality,” the opinion said. The 
court held there was no evidence 
of a conspiracy to commit an of- 
fense against the United States. 


$1,000,000 FIRE IN MICHIGAN 


50 Menominee Houses Catch From 
Wind-Borne Embers. 

MENOMINEE, Mich., April 13. 
—A fire of undetermined origin to- 
day destroyed a lumberyard and 
three dwellings here and two build- 
ings across the Menominee River 
at Marinette, Wis., with a loss es- 
timated at more than $1,000,000. 
The A. W. “Vells lumber mills and 
yards were destroyed. Embers from 
the blaze carried by the wind set 
fire to 50 houses here, and three 
of these houses were destroyed. 
Across the river at Marinette an ice 
house was set on fire from flying 
embers and was burned along with 
a smaller building. 

A. W. Wells, president of the 
lumber company said the loss was 
largely covered by insurance. He 
declared he thought the fire was 
incendiary.

The new Post-Dispatch auxiliary 
printing plant, a three story build- 
ing on Duncan avenue, west of 
Boyle avenue, was opened today, 
when printing of a part of the reg- 
ular daily issue of the Post-Dis- 
patch, and distribution of the pa- 
pers to West End and suburban 
points, began there. 

The new plant, costing, with new 
machinery, more than $550,000, 
was built to supplement the down- 
town printing plant and to expe- 
dite delivery to western residence 
sections. Its ground area ‘{s larger 


than that of the Post-Dispatch 
Building at Twelfth boulevard and 
Olive street. 

All editorial work and typeset- 
ting continue to be done at the 
downtown building. Beginning the 
work of the new plant, the stereo- 
typers at the Post-Dispatch main 
plant today made two matrices, in- 
stead of only one matrix as hereto- 
fore, of every page of type. The 
duplicate “mats” for each edition, 
light though bulky piles of papier- 
mache composition, were carried in 
motorcycle sidecars to the building 
on Duncan avenue, a distance of 3.6 
miles. 

Speeds Up West End Delivery. 

At the new building, stereotypers 
took the papier-mache matrices 
and used them in casting the semi- 
cylindrical plates, each the size of 
a page, from which the Post-Dis- 
patch is printed. Within a very 
few minutes after the arrival of the 
matrices, the plates were on the 
presses, and the presses were turn- 
ing out papers and depositing them, 
folded and counted, upon convey- 
ors. Trucks in the alley were load- 
ed quickly and left with papers for 
delivéry to the western residence 
districts, University City, Maple- 
wood, Webster Groves and other 
suburbs. 

This took the place of the for- 
mer method by which, up to to- 
day, all copies of all editions of the 
Post-Dispatch were printed at the 
main building, and were distrib- 
uted therefrom. Under the new 
arrangement, papers for downtown 
sale, for mailing, for the northern 
and southern parts of the city, and 
for points as far west as the new 
plant (in the 4300 block), are still 
printed at and sent out from the 
main building. 

The practical difference is that 
it takes less time to carry the easi- 
ly portable part of the~ printing 
equipment from Twelfth boulevard 
to 4300 west, complete the print- 
ing process there and take the fin- 
ished product to, say Skinker 
boulevard, than it took, by the for- 
mer method, to complete the print- 
ing at the main building and car- 
ry the papers thence to Skinker. 
A motorcycle carrying a few sheets 
of cardboard can make much bet- 
ter time on the central streets than 
can trucks loaded with newspapers, 
which must follow a_ prescribed 
route and stop for intermediate 
deliveries. 

Time Saved at Both Ends. 

Printing of each edition at the 
new plant now begins within a few 
minutes after the same process be- 
gins at the main office. Further 
economies in time come _ through 
duplication cf the printing process, 
and through the quickness of dis- 
tribution possible from the new es- 
tablishment, outside the congested 
traffic center and near main high- 
ways. 

Time is also saved in the district 
still served from the downtown 
plant. With only that limited area 
to provide for, the main plant can 
avoid many delays due to conges- 
tion in the vicinity of the building, 
and can concentrate its output and 
its reduced fleet of trucks upon the 
territory remaining to it. 

Except for getting papers more 
quickly, the public will note no dif- 
ference resulting from the new 
plant. A copy of any edition 
printed downtown, and the same 
edition printed on Duncan avenue, 
being from the same type and upon 
similar paper, are so much alike 
that the makers themselves could 
not distinguish them. 

An Advance in Distribution. 
The inauguration of this new 
and thoroughly equipped printing 
plant, at a point very near to thé 
geographical center and the popu- 
lation center of St. Louis, marks a 
great advance in production and 
distribution facilities. Until less 
than 14 years ago, the Post-Dis- 
patch was printed on Broadway, or 
in the vicinity of Broadway, and 
was distributed from there. The 
removal to Twelfth boulevard, 
which enabled the Post-Dispatch 
to serve its readers much better 
than before, is now followed by the 


operations to the new plant. In 
this, the Post-Dispatch is in line 
with leading dailies of New York, 
Chicago and Philadelphia, which 
have built auxiliary plants to dupli- 
cate the printing process and to 
expedite delivery. One of the new- 
est of these auxiliaries is the

Vice President Boehm Ar- 
gues Against Move to 
Suspend Schedule Pend- 
ing Action on City Case.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 13.— 
Eventually electric rates will be so 
simplified that one rate probably 
will apply to all classes of cus- 
tomers, Frank J. Boehm, vice 
president of the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co., said today in 
testifying before the State Public 
Service Commission. 

Boehm appeared in support of 

the schedule recently filed by the 
company proposing to give certain 
large consumers of electricity for 
both lighting and power the bene-. 
fit of the existing wholeszte pow- 
er rate. On the basis of present 
consumption this would reduce the 
bills of 179 consumers in St. Louis 
about $583,000 a year. 
Unless suspended by the Public 
Service Com:nission the new sched- 
ule will become effective April 27. 
It benefits chiefly hotels, office 
buildings, hospitals, apartment 
houses and large stores whose con- 
sumption is chiefly for lighting 
rather than power. It would save 
some as much as $8000 a year. 


Motion by City Counselor. 


City Counselor Muench filed a 
motion to suspend the schedule 
pending determination by the Com- 
mission of a rate case recently sub- 
mitted in whichthe city sought a 
reduction of about $1,000,000 a 
year in residence electric rates. 

The hearing today is on the city’s 
motion and the Union Elecric Co. 
presented evidence intended to jus- 
tify its proposed schedule. Attor- 
neys representing several consum- 
ers who will be benefited also en- 
tered appearances. Among them 
were Oliver T. Remmers for the 
Hotel Owners’ Association and 
Clarence M. Turley for the Build- 
ers, Owners and Managers’ Associa- 
tion. 

In answer to a question by Asso- 
ciate City Counselor Forrest G. 
Ferris Jr.. Boehm said he hoped 
eventually the low commercial 
rate wilhout the demand charge 
could be applied to all classes of 
consumers. He explained to the 
correspondent later that he thought 
simplification of rate structure 
would bring this about. It would 
mean residence consumers would 
enjoy as low rates as any other 
clasz, regardless of the volume of 
consumption. 

At present. Boehm = said, the 
rate for residences is lower than 
| that for commercial users whose 
consumption is less than 7000 kito- 
watt hours a month. This is be- 
cause of the monthly demand 
charge placed on commercial busi- 
ness.

Reasons for Schedule. 
Boehm said the new schedule! 
was offered for three reasons: It 
was justified on the basis of cost 
of service; it would gyromote addi- 
tional consumption by the custom- 
ers affected, and it is necessary to 
avoid loss of business to competi- 
tors, particularly to isolated plants 
which might be installed by office 
buildings and others. 

Under the new rate, Boehm said. 
he hoped department stores and 
hotels would install air condition- 
ing and cooling equipment on a 
large scale which would bring in 
additional revenue and he thought 
Shortly this additional business 
would more than offset the tem- 
porary loss in revenue. 

Boehm protested against any 
forced rate reduction, as that 
sought by the city, asserting the 
management was in the best posi- 
tion to determine when and where 
rate reductions were justified.

FULL TRAIN REN 
LAW IS SUSTAINED 
BY SUPREME COURT 


U. S. Tribunal Rejects 
Every Major Contention 
Brought by Mo. Pac. 
Against Arkansas Measure

WASHINGTON, April. 13.—The 
validity of the Arkansas full crew 
laws, attacked in the courts by the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, was up- 
-held today by the United States 
Supreme Court. There was no dis- 


senting opinion. 

In an opinion read by Associate 
Justice Pierce Butler, himself a 
former railroad lawyer, the court 
rejected every major contention ad- 
vanced by the Missouri Pacific. It 
stated that nothing had intervened 
to alter the situation since the 
court upheld the laws several years 
ago. 

The railroad company had con- 
tended that power to enforce such 
restrictions had been taken from 
the states by Congress and vested 
in the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission under the terms of the 
transportation act. It argued, 
moreover, that the laws were un- 
reasonable and burdensome, that 
they had been rendered obsolete 
by modern improvements in road- 
beds and equipment, and that the 
necessity of observing the Arkansas 
laws but the company under an 
unnecessary expense totaling $600,- 
000 a year. 

The Supreme Court stated there 
was ‘‘nothing to show that the dan- 
gers against which these laws wer? 
intended to protect employes and 
the public have been lessened,” by 
the modern equipment described by 
the company. On the other hand. 
it suggested that longer trains an:] 
heavier cars now in use might even 
magnify the necessity of such laws. 

The company’s contention that 
“Congress had occupied the field,’’ 
and had given to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the 
railroad Labor Board all powers 
of regulating railroad operation, 
was rejected by the court. The 
opinion pointed out that the 
Transportation Act did not ex- 
pressiy supersede such State laws 
as those in question, and added: 
“We think it is very clear that 
Congress has not prescribed or 
empowered the commission. or 
board to fix the number of men 
to be employed in train or switch- 
ing crews.” 

The company had sought to en- 
join Arkansas officials from at- 
tempting to enforce the laws. The 
case was argued before the Su- 
premé Court several weeks ago by 
Edward J. White, of St. Louis. 
representing the company, and 
Donald Richberg. of Chicago, rep- 
resenting the Railroad Brother- 
hoods and the State of Arkansas.

Street Car Company’s “Terminable Permit” 
Measure Not Reached When Engrossment 


Is Closed. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 13.— 
The “‘terminable permit” bill of the 


St. Louis Public Service Co., which 
purported to confer _home rule of 
transportation facilities upon the 
City of St. Louis, but which had a 
new franchise for the street rail- 
ways as its principal purpose, ap- 
parently is dead due to action of 
the Senate today to terminate the 
engrossment of bills. 

The bill, which is on the Senate 
calendar for engrossment, _ still 
might be reached if the Senate 
gave unanimous consent to cailing 
it up, or reversed its decision to 
stop the engrossment of bills, but 
the possibility of its revival is con- 
sidered remote. 

Senator Kinney of St. Louis, who 
introduced the bill, said this after- 
noon that he would not cal it. up for 
engrossment even if the Senate 
should’ reverse its action, and 
would not seek unanimous consent 
to consider it. 

If the Senate should return to 
the engrossment of bills, and the 
permits bill were reached, Kinney 
said he would piace it on the in- 
formal calendar and leave it there.

As a result two of 
them are dead—victims of the 
marksmanship of Abler.

The slain men 
were identified as James Hirsch, 
34 years old, brother of a Chicago 
physician, and Charles E. Nelson, 
26. 

Abler killed one of the two in) 
an exchange of shots with the!

Augustine Andree. Abler exhaust- 
ed his ammunition in this fight, 
but ran to the basement for more, 
returning to engage the other two 
robbers who had lined up the 
guests.

DETROIT, Mich., April 
trix, set a new speed record for 
women over a three-kilometer 
course here (slightly less than two 
miles) this morning with a speed 
of 210.685 miles an hour. Amelia 
Earhart Putnam held the previous 
record of 181.157 miles an hour. 

Taking off from Grosse Isle Air- 
port at 6:50 a. m. to avoid cross- 
winds forecast for later in the day, 
Miss Nichols, flying the Lockheed- 
Vega plane in which she seta 
woman's altitude record last 
month, sped over an official course 
laid out near the flying field. 

Harry H. Knepper of the Nation- 
al Aeronautical Association, 
checked the flight, and R. A. Lea- 
vell, another aeronautical official, 
timed the race. Knepper said an 
official reading must be taken 
from the barograph in the plane 
that the flight may be certified. 

Miss Nichols made two round 
trips over the course and the speed 
was the average of the four tim- 
ings. In the trips against the 
wind she was timed at 191.036 and 
202.814 miles an hour; and with 
the wind the times were 221.825 
and 226.880. 

The plane used was rebuilt last 
summer by William 8S. Brock, De- 
troit, and was used by him to set 
two transcontinental speed records 
between Jacksonville, Fla., and 
San Diego, Cal.

REVOLT WITHOUT FORCE

Funchal 


; No Disorder in 
Lispon, 


By the Associated Prose. 

LISBON, Portugal, April 13.— 
Lisbon was quiet yesterday, as the 
Government gave its undivided at- 
tention to suppressing the rebellions 
at Funchal, Madeira, and on the is- 
lands of Terceira and San Miguel 
in the Azores. 

An expeditionary force is slowly 
gathering at Porto Santo Island, 
40 miles from Madeira. This soon 
will be augmented by the cruiser 
Vasco da Gama, which sailed with 
additional troops from Lisbon. 


Three fishing trawlers have been‘ 


requisitioned and heavily armed 
before being added to the fleet. 
Meanwhile, efforts are being made 
to enforce rigorously the Govern- 
ment’s blockade of the island. 

The British steamer Avoceta un- 
loaded a cargo destined for Madeira 
at Lisbon. In like manner the 
Steamers Weser and Elizabethville 
disembarked in the Portuguese cap- 
ital passengers who intended going 
to Funchal. By this means the 
Government hopes to bring about 
the collapse of the rebellion without 
using force. 

The Government issued a decree 
removing Dr. Bernardino Machado, 
former President of the republic, 
from the University of Coimbra, 
where he was a professor. Others 
removed were Dr. Manuel Fran- 
cisco Varaja, junior professor at 
the industrial and commercial 


school; Joaquim Antonio Aguir;:

Dr. Manuel Pestana, junior profes- 
sor at Funchal College: Henrique 
Bernardina Grace, an official of the 
Department of Education, and Man- 
uel Magnes, an official of the Na- 
tional Museum.

U. S. WARSHIPS SENT TO 
NICARAGUAN WATERS 


Action Follows Killing of Marine 


Insurgent Forces. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Sec- 
retary Adams announced today the 
cruiser Memphis had been ordered 
from Guantanamo, Cuba, to a po- 
sition near Nicaraguan waters for 
use should the rebel movement in 
Nicaragua become serious. The 
Secretary declined to say to what 
point the Memphis had been or- 
dered. The gunboat Asheville, he 
added, was proceeding up the east 
coast of Central America from the 
Canal Zone. 

The Secretary said the depart- 
ment had received no confirma- 
tion of reports regarding the kill- 
ing of several Marines and mem- 
bers of the Nicaraguan National 
Guard in an engagement with in- 
surgents near Puerto Cabezas. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 13. 
—The truce which has prevailed 
between United States Marines 
and insurgents since the earth- 
quake of a fortnight ago was ended 
Saturday night with ambush of a 
Marine patrol and death of its 
officer. 

Capt. Harlen Pefley, U. S. M .C., 
was killed as he stepped into a 
house at Logtown, railhead of the 
Bragemann’s Bluff Lumber Co., 
near Puerto Cabezas, and a Cor- 
poral named Morales was wounded. 

Word of the ambush was taken 
to Puerto Cabezses and Lieut. Dar- 
rah took a small patrol toward 
Logtown, where reports later said 
that he had been surrounded and 
two of his patrol captured. An- 
other patrol went to his assistance 
and two bombing planes took off 
from the Managua field. 


MACDONALD SURE OF VILTORY 


Confident His Government Will 
Survive Motion of Censure. 


LOSSIEMOUTH, Scotjand, April 
13.—Prime Minister MacDonald, 
leaving here today for London aft- 
er an Easter vacation, had full con- 
fidence in the ability of his Gov- 
ernment to weather the approach- 
ing parliamentary storm. 

“It will be a strenuous and busy

of Parliament,” he told a reporter 
in commenting on the Conserva- 
tive motion of censure on unem- 
ployment which will be voted on 
in the Commons Thursday. The 
censure motion is the subject of 
nation-wide discussion.’

WARSAW, Poland, April 13.—A 
delegation of Polish industrialists 
who decided to cancel an inspec- 
tion trip to Russia this morning 
because of an alleged Russian com- 
munique, printed in the newspa- 
pers, which ascribed the visit to 
the “complete ruin” of Polish in- 
dustry, decided late today to make 
the trip. The delegation will leave 
for Moscow tomorrow or Wednes- 
day. The soviet legation here this 
afternoon formally denied the is- 
suance of the communique in ques- 
tion. The decision to cancel the 
trip was made after the members 
of the delegation had read the ar- 
ticle as they waited on the station 
platform. .

Companies Concerned 


Deny Monopolistic Mo-

WASHINGTON, April 13.— 
Agreements between the Standard 
Oil companies of Indiana and New 
Jersey, the Texas Co. and Gasoline 
Products, Inc., for the use of gaso- 
line production patents ~were sus- 
tained as legal today by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The Court held the agreements 
were not made in restraint of trade. 

The decision reversed the deci- 
sion of a statutory thre-Judge Fed- 
eral Court at Chicago, before which 
the Government prosecuted the oil 
companies under the Sherman law. 
A number of smaller companies 
were secondary defendants. 

The agreements provided for 
cross-licensing of patents for the 
production of gasoline by the 
“cracking” process. 

The Government took the posi- 
tion the patents were being used in 
@ conspiracy to monopolize the 
gasoline business. 

It insisted the companies by 

pooling their patents were seeking 
to obtain huge profits in royalties 
from manufacturers licensed to use 
them. - 
The companies argued no re- 
straint of interstate commerce was 
involved, denied any monopolistic 
motive, and asserted the gasoline 
industry would be thrown into a 
state of paralysis should the trial 
court’s decision be sustained. 
_ The case was followed closely by 
the radio and other industries in 
which the validity of patent agree- 
ments has been questioned. 


PHILADELPHIA TROLLEY LINE 
RECEIVERSHIP HELD UP 


PHILADTLPHIA, April 13.— 
Judge Harry 8S. McDevitt, who ap- 
pointed reccivers last Saturday fer 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Co. 
because of alleged mismanagement 
on the part of Mitten Management, 
Inc., which the Court ordered oust- 
ed from the direction of the trans- 
it company, today said the receiv- 
ers would not undertake their du- 
ties until court proceedings were 
ended.

U. $. WRITER EXPELLED 
FOR JOKE ABOUT STALIN 


Her Husband, a Mining Engi- 
neer Also Is Ordered Out 
of Country. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April i3.—An 
ican woman's anecdote at the ex- 
pense of Joseph Stalin, Russia’s 
“man of steel,”” has resulted in her 
expulsion from the Soviet Union, 
together with her husband, who 
loses a lucrative Soviet position as 
an anthracite mining expert. 

Mrs. Eve Gareete Grady, an 
American magazine writer, arriv- 
ing here from Russia, said that a 
Foreign Office official had served 
her with expulsion papers, explain- 
ing that, while her recent article, 
“See Russia and Die Laughing,” 
was not offensive, the Government 
could not allow the story about 
Stalin to go unnoticed. 

At the same time her husband, 
William H. Grady, a consulting en- 
gineer of New York, was expelied 
with instructions to keep his wife 
out of Russia. “We were asked to 
leave Russia as soon as possible,” 
Mrs. Grady said. “We were not 
treated rudely; on the contrary, 
our exit was expedited by every 
courtesy.” 

The anecdote to which objection 
was taken related that a Jewish 
boy saved a stranger from drown- 
ing, the grateful stranger telling 
him to ask anything he wished and 
it would be granted. 

“TI am powerful, I am Stalin,” 
the stranger was said to have re- 
marked. The boy, quite overcome, 
gasped and then said: “If you 
really are Mr. Stalin, don't tell 
anyone it was I who saved you.” 

Mrs. Grady said the story was 
going the rounds in Moscow,

STATE LAND TAXABLE 


U. S. Supreme Court Denies 
Oil Firm’s Appeal Which 
Texas Supported in Brief. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—In- 
come from leases on land owned by 
the State of Texas was declared 
subject to Federal taxes today by 
the United States Supreme Court. 
The case was brought by Group 
No. 1 Oil Corporation of El Paso, 
appealing from a decision holding 
it liable for Federal taxes on in- 
come from its operations on land 
leased to it by the State. The 
State filed a brief asserting the 
case was of great importance to 
several states and would affect 
materially its revenue from such 
leases. It explained its public 
lands were held for the benefit of 
the State University and contended 
the Federal taxes would reduce the 
amount of money received by that 
institution. 

It alleged that the agreement 
under which itt entered the union 
specifically gave it sovereign rights 
over its lands, that those acting 
under its leases were State instru- 
mentalities, and that to tax their 
income was in substance to impose 
a tax on the State itself. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals 
took the view that under an act 
passed in 1917, the Texas Legisla- 
ture had waived its constitutional 
rights and had provided that those 
obtaining leases would be subject, 
to taxation. Counsel for the oil 
company insisted this applied only 
to State and not to Federal taxes. 
The Federal Government said 
Texas was under obligation to sell 
the land for the benefit of the uni- 
versity,* and that the leases 
amounted to a sale of the mineral 
contents of the land. Income re- 
ceived by those operating the 
leases the Government claimed was 


subject to Federal taxation like in- | 
come from any other source.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
controversy over the purchase of 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad Co. 
by the Baltimore & Ohio today was 
reopened before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission with stock- 
holders of tiie former claiming an 
equity of $65,000,000 in the prop- 
erty. 

Testifying before an examiner 
as the first witness at the hearing. 
George M. Shriver, senior vice 
president of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
said his ccmpany had spent $47,- 
550,395 in acquiring securities of 
the road, which were overdue, and 
the purchase price paid at the re- 
ceiver’s sale. In addition, he said 
the B. & O. would assume unm2- 
tured bonds totaling $49,545,400, 
bringing the total purchase price to 
$99,664,595, of which about $25,- 
000,000 will be returned. 

Says Value Is $122,000,000. 

The stockholders’ protective 
committee said that the value of 
the line was at least $122,000,000 
and that certain bonds had been 
tainted by fraud and should not 
be paid until the stockholders had 
been considered. 

Shriver said that, brought down 
to date, the valuation of the line 
by Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion methods would be approxi- 
mately $96,091,076 and that fig- 
ured by a method outlined by Sen- 
ator Couzens of Michigan the val- 
uation would be slightly in excess 
of $100,000,000. 

He said that it had been decided 
that if his companr could get the 
C. & A. for $75,000,000 less the ob- 
ligations outstanding they would 
purchase it. 

The stockholders’ protective 
committee was represented at the 
hearing by former Senator James 
A. Reed. 

What Danie] Willard Says. 

Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, presented the 
contention that the best interests 
of the public would be served by 
his road taking over the Chicago 
& Alton. Willard was the second 
witness before Finance Director 
Sweet, who was assisted in the 
hearing by-Examiner Boles. 

Willard said the Baltimore & 
Ohio had expended about $25,000,- 
000 thus far and in addition had 
assumed approximately $50,000,000 
of obligations due in 1950. 

He said that eventually it was 
contemplated under the railroad 
consolidation plan to incorporate 
the line in the Baltimore & Ohio.

In a statement yesterday he in-« 
dicated he would approve legirla- 
tion to make the Petroleum indus- 
try subject to Government reguli- 


tion’ as a public utility. He did 
not say what steps he contemplatcd 
in that direction, but asserted: 

“We certainly will not consent 
to production being  controlicd 
without controlling the price the 
public must pay.” 

The Idaho Republican took this 
position toward administration 
moves seeking limitation of pro- 
duction and imports as a means 
of relieving depression in the oil 
dustry. He challenged a plan 
iscussed last week by the oil statcs 
advisory committee to restrict do- 


mesti¢ production as well as the 


agreement among big companies to 
reduce imports. 

“If the imports of oll are to he 
restricted upon the initiative and 
under the protection of the Govern- 
ment,” he asserted, “and if domes- 
tie production is to be restricted 
upon the initiative and by the au- 
thority of the states with the ap- 
proval of the Government, the 
Government and the states will cer- 
tainly be constrained to protect the 
public in the price it must pay for 
oil and the products of oil.” 

It is thought Borah might op- 
pose Federal legislation giving 
congressional sanction to the pro- 
posed interstate compact restricting

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JOHN BURROUGHS’ FRIEND. 

As biographers go, Dr. Clara Barrus’ following 
could not have been called large. She wrote about 
one man, and the people who read her studies were 
those interested in him. Her subject was her friend, 
John Burroughs. When Dr. Barrus retired from med- 
ical practice 17 years ago she turned to the work of 
her white-bearded neighbor at Roxbury, N. Y., as 
naturally as he turned to the fields in spring. Long 
before, she had recognized him as Thoreau’s succes- 
sor and placed his writings about the outdoor world 
on the shelf with “Walden.” Before Burroughs died 
in 1921 Dr. Barrus had brought out two books about 
him and he, in his will, designated her as his official 
biographer. In addition, she edited his journals, let- 
ters and two posthumous volumes of essays, “Under 
the Maples” and “The Last Harvest.” Through these 
his followers came to know the Sage of Slabsides as 
increasingly philosophical with the passing years, yet 
always true to his boyhood interest in winter sun- 
shine, meadow brooks and blooming apple trees. Dr. 
Barrus will be remembered by a devoted group as 
An understanding friend. She told us most about that 
serene old dweller in the open’ who took bird and 
bough to a people who somehow failed to find time 
to go to them.

The anxieties which beset us are in part 
& consequence of our own blunders. The 
international debt payments to us have 
been a strain on other national economies 
and made them collapse more easily into 
the present general depression. <A substan- 
tial part of our foreign financing was ill 
considered. \Our excited stock exchange 
speculation drew from other lands capital 
néeded there. None of these results came 
from deliberate choice; they were civil in- 
cidents of a too rapid economic growth. 

Not so the results of the tariff act we 
passed in 1930. That action was an out- 
right contradiction of the interests and pur- 
poses to which we seemed to be committed. 


If we impose additional restrictions upon 
the trade of other countries with us, we 
may expect another series of retaliations. 
Those who cannot dispose of the products 
which American capital has helped them 
turn into exchangeable riches, those who 
cannot acquire the funds to pay their debts 
to us, will have an easier conscience in leg- 
islating against our goods. 

Each step by any country in this direc- 
tion tends to force others in the same 
direction; protection in one country imparts 
its momentum to other countries. This 
arises only to a minor degree from a desire 
for retaliation. Political and economic 
necessity tends to bring it about. Each 
time a country loses a foreign market be- 
cause Of tariff action, groups within it seek 
to save themselves by asserting a new claim 
upon their own domestic market. Tariff 
increase follows tariff increase. The world 
divides into tariff sections. Such seems to 
be the inner logic of the tariff system as 
we know it. In the final stages the instru- 
ments grow more blunt and hard. Along- 
side of rate schedules there are imposed 
quota Systems, restrictions, embargoes. 
Various other countries employ them, and

LMOST from the inception 
of the National government 
the disposal of the public lands 
has been a live issue. Most of 
the good tillage land on the 
great plains has been sold, but 
there remain large tracts suit- 
able for pasturage and others 
covered with timber and holding 
deposits of oil, coal and metals. 
These lands belong to the na- 
tion. The states of the Atlantic 
seaboard have the same prop- 
erty rights in them as the Rocky 
Mountain region, but under 
present laws the revenue from 
their sale goes mostly for the 
benefit of the states where they 
are located. If these states 
would take over both the land 
and irrigation projects it would 
not. be a bad trade for the na- 
tion, but the national policy of 
conservation is involved. 
_ These resources ought to be 
used for the public benefit and 
no guaranty has ever been de- 
vised to prevent states from 
turning them over to private 
and probably selfish specula- 
tion and exploitation. With 
proper restriction against such 
action and reserves for national 
defense a feasible plan for State 
ownership could be developed. 
At least the rather unjustifiable 
complaint that Government 
lands pay no taxes and retarded 
progress would be stilled.

for aid from 14-to 16. 

The amount requested is 50 per 
cent more than that allotted last 
year when the Children’s Guard- 
fans received $218,000. A larger 
amount was urgently demanded 
then. In making up the budget 
for 1331-32, Comptroller Nolte an- 
nounced that “no increase will be 
made in any department,” saying 
that this rule was necessary to 
avoid a heavy deficit at the end of 
the next fiscal year. The Citizens’ 
Committee on Public Relations is 
protesting against this ruling, as 
applied to the Board of Children’s 
Guardians. 

The Board of Guardians was cre- 
ated to care for neglected, aban- 
doned and totally dependent chil- 
dren in foster homes, and for the 
children of widows, or those whose 
fathers are in public institutions, 
through the granting of mothers’ 
allowances. 

In the past year. St. Louis spent 
about $118,000 for foster home 
gare, and $44,650 for mothers’ al- 
lowances. The city, it is stated, is 
now aiding about 400 children less 
than 14 years old in their own 
homes. The number needing help 
is much greater than the board has 
been able to handle, and there isa

The saving of human life through 
gaféty measures was emphasized 
itoday at the opening of a two-day 
' Central States Safety Congress une 
der auspices of St. Louis Safety 
Council through the co-operation 
vof the National Safety ‘Council -at 
Hotel Statler. The meeting. which 
will discuss automotive, industrial 
end domestic safety, is one of a 8e- 
ries of regional conferences spon- 
sored by local agencies in which 
the national council participates. 

W..H. Cameron of Chicago, Man- 
aging director of the national coun- 
cil, analyzed the field of the safe- 
\ty movement, explaining it is de- 
pendent upen practical forms of 
safety education. Ninety per cent 
lor accidents are avoidable, he said. 
Many of them are due to psycho- 
logical causes, he asserted, naming 
such facters as mental weariness, 
nervousness, irritation and depress- 
ing environment. 

Dwelling on the mectanical 
cause of accidents, he said the 
street sign represents a common- 
place device which affects the fre- 
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of mechanical safety measures 
ranges from sanded sidewalks in 
slippery weather, to safe toys for 
children and the elimination of 
high heels on women’s shoes. 
Dirty Signs and Smash UP. 
“Street sigs have been used for 
ages in the guidance of pedestri- 
ats,” Cameron said, “and yet few 
are large enough or clear enough 
te guide the automobile driver as 
he progresses through an. unfa- 
miliar community.

EXPERIMENTS CONDUCTED 
’ JN BAKING CUSTARD PIE 


According to Reports the Results 
Were Interesting and Hi- 


luminating. 
Tests were recently conducted to 
determine what conditions of tem- 


make the best custard pie. 

These experiments, according to 
reports, were carried out in a most 
interesting and thorough manner. 

The conclusion was reached that 

a custard pie should be baked at 
Senatiibatead of 450 degrées for 1 
minutes, then, by reducing ths 
heat, at a temperature of 325 de- 
grees for 25 minttes, to give a well 
baked, brown crust and a firm, 
smooth and brown filling. 

It was found, according to re- 
ports, that a better custard filling 
resulted when the milk was scald- 
‘ed and added to the beaten egga, 
sugar and flavoring. One egg to 
one cup of milk makes a firm 


pret The high temperature 


| when the pie is put into the oven 
| helps in preventing the filling 
soaking into the crust. 

Other factors were that better 
‘results are obtained if the crust | 
‘is rolled out, fitted to the dish | 
‘and then chilled for an hour be- 
fore baking. 

Also that a very stiff crust—' 
| that is. one in which a little less 
than the usual amount of water 
|was used—bakes more satisfac- 
| torily.
